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Teed Homes, Too 


N DAYS OF OLD a public house was one in 
g which the community gathered for meetings or 
entertainment or common business. The newest 
trend seems to make it the house where the preacher 


lives. For some inexplicable reason there is an all- 


too-common attitude that the parsonage is a meeting- 
place, a lounging place, a dressing room—public do- 
main. It evidently never occurs to some church mem- 
bers that the parsonage is a home, a private home, 
a home entitled to greater sanctity and less tres- 
passing than most other homes. 

The mistaken idea seems to stem from the fact 
that the parsonage is provided by the church. I was 
present once when a lady told the pastor’s wife, “I’m 
going through my dishes next week and discard those 
that I can’t use any longer. I thought that instead 
of throwing them away I would bring them over so 
you can use them here in the parsonage.” I knew of 
another lady, a member of a parsonage decorating 
committee, who said, “If this were a private home I 
would vote to get better curtains, but since it is for 
a public house like a parsonage I am against any- 
thing too nice.” Ridiculous as it sounds, this is the 
actual statement of the lady. 

At another time the members of a church were 
discussing what quarters to provide for the evangelist 
during an approaching revival. Various available 
apartments and rooms were mentioned. One member 
piped up, “Why, let him stay with the pastor. After 
all, that’s what the parsonage is for!” 

In many instances that is a necessary and de- 
sirable arrangement. But to expect another person or 
perhaps even a second family to move into an al- 
ready crowded house when a church is able to do 
otherwise is tragic. The revival begins as a difficult 
drudge or endurance contest instead of a hopeful and 
promising campaign. 

Pastors are not objects of charity or goldfish for 
public display. They have rights to privacy, and a 
real necessity for it. Thoughtful members will respect 
that right. It is not meanness or ill-intent that causes 
trespassing in the pastor’s homes, but often it is 


* actual unthinking affection. An example of this is the 
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person who enters the parsonage an hour or thirty 
minutes before service and says, “I’ve been wanting to 
visit for a long time but haven’t got around to it, so 
I thought I would come to church early and visit 
awhile.” Perhaps the preacher’s family is in the pro- 
cess of dressing, or perhaps the pastor is meditating 
or reviewing or praying for the sermon he must soon 
preach. But ‘the member means well. 


If violation of the parsonage were an intended evil, 
or even a conscious one, it would be easier to correct. 
But it isn’t. It is the result of thoughtlessness, mis- 
understanding and the fact that most pastors hesitate 
to correct it. They would rather suffer the imposition 
than offend their members. 

Consider a moment. Perhaps even you have not 
realized how desperately your pastor needs a home, a 
real home with comfort and privacy, a haven from his 
labors and burdens. He is under constant pressure, 
on constant call from his flock. He bears on his heart 
the burden of God that first drove him into the min- 
istry. He bears the burdens and problems of an entire 
congregation plus the burdens and problems of his 
own household. Every force of evil is arrayed 
against him and its influences concentrated on him. 
He becomes weary in heart, in mind and in body. But 
he is too magnanimous to complain or let you know. 


He needs a sanctuary to which he can retreat and 
regather his inner strength. He needs a place where 
he and his can be a family and not an exhibit. He 
needs a home where he can shed the weight of re- 
sponsibility and relax. But woe be unto him if his 
home is near the church and his members are in- 
considerate or thoughtless. 


Fortunate is the pastor whose people know that 
a furnished house is not a home. A home has some 
rights and privileges, it is a refuge for the ones who 
live there, a place of rest and planning and living 
and love. It isn’t a public house. It isn’t a community 
hall. It isn’t a thoroughfare. It isn’t a stage. The 
parsonage your church has provided will be what you 
make it. The man of God who is your pastor lives 
there, so please let him have a home.

today. It is the desire of those who know 

the needs of our Church and our world that 
our churches and our members be missions-minded. 
By that we mean, disposed or inclined to missions 
or having an interest in, a love for, and an active 
part in missions. And by missions we mean, the send- 
ing forth of the gospel into all the world, from 
“Jerusalem ... unto the uttermost part of the earth,” 
from center to circumference. 

If we seek a Biblical content for our phrase “Mis- 
sions-minded,” I think that we find it in our text: 
“Let this mind be in you, which was also in Christ 
Jesus.” The text refers to the whole scope of Christian 
living in general, but applied to missions, we can 
say that to be missions-minded means to have the 
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mind of Christ concerning the sending forth of the 
gospel into all the world. 

There is one interesting thing to notice about our 
text. The word mind in the original is a verb and 
not a noun—thus indicating action and not naming 
an object. Paul uses the same verb in Romans 8:5, 
“For they that are after the flesh do mind the things 
of the flesh; but they that are after the Spirit the 
things of the Spirit.” Pulpit Commentary gives us 
some light on the translation and meaning of this 
verse. The verse could be translated thus: “Mind 
this in you which was also (minded) in Christ Jesus. 
The words, ‘in Christ Jesus,’ show that the corre- 
sponding words, ‘in you,’ cannot mean ‘among you,’ 
but ‘in yourselves,’ ‘in your heart.’ ... He bids us 
mind (compare Romans viii.5) the things which the 
Lord Jesus minded, to love what he loved, to hate 
what he hated; the thoughts, desires, motives, of the 
Christian should be the thoughts, desires, motives, 
which filled the sacred heart of Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” 

So with this in mind, let us turn to the Gospels 
to find what the mind of Christ was, and is, as 
touching missions—what He minded concerning the 
sending forth of the gospel. Then let us see how it 
applies to the church, as illustrated in Paul, the 
church’s greatest missionary, and as speaking to us 
today. 


The Story That Shows the Secret 


ONE DAY JESUS told a story that we have 
come to call “The Good Samaritan.” “A certain man 
went down from Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among 
thieves, which stripped him of his raiment, and 
wounded him, and departed, leaving him half dead.” 
What a picture of the highway of life and a wounded 
world! There are multitudes today who have been 
overpowered by the enemy of their souls, stripped 
and wounded, and left dying—wrecks on the highway 
of life. “And by chance there came down a certain 
priest that way: and when he saw him, he passed 
by on the other side. And likewise a Levite, when 
he was at the place, came and looked on him, and 
passed by on the other side.” Here we see religious 
indifference, the high and holy of the world who 
pass by with no pity or compassion and who are 
not touched or concerned with the lost and dying. 

“But a certain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came 
where he was: and when he saw him, he had com- 
passion on him, and went to him, and bound up 
his wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and set him 
on his own beast, and brought him to an inn, and 
took care of him. And on the morrow when he de- 
parted, he took out two pence, and gave them to 
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the host, and said unto him, Take care of him; and 
whatsoever thou spendest more, when I come again, 
I will repay thee.” Here we have the mind and dis- 
position of the Master! 

One of my Bible professors once said that this 
story shows us three attitudes toward life—that of 
the robbers: what is thine is mine and I will take it; 
that of the priest and Levite: what is mine is mine 
and I will keep it; and that of the Samaritan: what 
is mine is thine and I will share it. 

Now let us take a closer look at this Samaritan 
who “as he journeyed, came where he (the wounded 
man) was.” That speaks to my mind of opportunity. 
This man was going down that winding descent to 
Jericho. He did not know what lay ahead, but he 
rounded a curve and there, flung in his pathway, 
was opportunity. As travellers along this road, how 
true we know this to be. It is also true of our 
Church. We have “journeyed” a long way, and we 
have come to a place of opportunity such as we 
have never known before. 

Then the Master gave us the secret. “When he saw 
him, he had compassion on him, and... (minis- 
tered) to him.” We can sum it up in three words: 
vision, compassion, and ministry. We could state it 
in three verbs: look, love, and lift. We could illustrate 
it in three word-pictures: open eyes to see, open 
heart to care, and open hands to help. 


Vision 


JESUS HAD A VISION! He saw mankind, 
robbed of the glory of God and dying by the highway 
of life. He saw them blinded and chained in the 
prison house of sin. He saw them as “they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep having no shepherd.” 
He saw them as a great harvest field, the grain 
bowing down, the storm coming, the harvest in danger. 

Jesus had had a mighty ministry in Capernaum. 
One morning, “rising up a great while before day, 
he went into a solitary place, and there prayed. And 
Simon and they that were with him followed after 
him. And when they had found him, they said unto 
him, All men seek for thee.” What a temptation to 
the ministry! It meant success and the applause of 
the multitudes! But none of these things moved Him. 
Instead, He said unto His disciples, “Let us go into 
the next towns, that I may preach there also: for 
therefore came I forth.” He had a vision of the “next 
towns,” and He had a vision of why He had come. 

Paul, too, had a vision. “Yea, so have I strived to 
preach the gospel, not where Christ was named, lest 
I should build upon another man’s foundation: But 
as it is written, To whom he was not spoken of 
they shall see: and they that have not heard shall 
understand” (Romans 15:20, 21). In another place he 
speaks of the “regions beyond” (2 Corinthians 10:16). 
He had a vision of reaching out, both as touching 
the need of those who have not yet heard and as 
touching the necessity laid on him to preach the 
gospel. 

The Church should have a vision, a twofold vision, 
a vision of the field and a vision of God’s Word. The 
Master is still speaking to His Church in the words 
addressed to His disciples so long ago: “Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they are white already 
to harvest” (John 4:35). Look until physical things 
fade away and you can see the souls of men and 
women, lost without God and without a hope in the 
world. Look until you can see the life-smothering 
clutch of sin, its death-dealing strangle hold on men. 
Look until you can see millions of your fellow men 
bowing down to some grotesque image of the Buddha. 
Look until you see other millions prostrating them- 
selves toward Mecca morning, noon, and night, every 
day that rolls over our heads, to proclaim: “There is 
no god but Allah, and Mohammed is his prophet.” 
Look until you can see the hundreds of millions caught 
in the deception of the great deceiver: millions of 
simple, “primitive and uncivilized” people who openly 
worship demons and devils, and millions of “civilized 
and cultured” people caught in the snare of every 
‘ism” in the dictionary. May we look until we have 
a vision of the field, remembering that “the field is 
the worid.” 

As a second part of our vision and to complete it, 
we need to behold the Word of God until we see 
the power of the gospel, God’s great purpose for man- 
kind, and our place in God’s plan. We need to know 
with Paul that “the gospel of Christ ... is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one that believeth.”

“The infiltration of pagan notions caused some past | 
efforts to make the abstract into the concrete, the 

spiritual into the corporeal, the sublime into the tan- 
gible.” They conclude with one accord that heaven is . 
only a symbol. 

In regard to this, may I ask, could it be a mark of 
intelligence to believe that hundreds of thousands of 
martyrs willingly were skinned alive, sawn asunder, 
and burned at the stake because they believed these 
excruciating deaths would give them a passport into 
a symbol? Is it intelligent to believe that the astute 
reasoner, Paul, was in a strait betwixt two when he 
tried to decide whether he would rather live in this 
world or depart to be with a symbol? Could it be pos- 




















sible that a view of this symbol was so breath-taking, 
so awe-inspiring, so exalting, that the greatest preach- 
er that ever lived had to carry a thorn in the flesh 
to keep him humble because he had the one peek at 
this symbol? 

Satan, from his pinnacle of power as the god of this 
world and author of the world systems, has been very 
successful in his efforts to delude men into believing 
that the glorious promises of God and personal sal- 
vation for men are only myths and symbols. He has 
infiltrated the pulpits and colleges, including theologi- 
cal schools, with the poison of scepticism. He has sat- 
urated our generation with the idea that the Bible is 
fallible, a product of man; that the truths of the Bi- 
ble are fables, heaven is a symbol, miracles are a fal- 
lacy, the devil is an invention, hell is a myth, God is 
an abstraction, and prophecy is a fabrication. 


We see it demonstrated in this world every day 
that pain is real, sorrow is real, disease is real, poverty 
is real, and death is real. Those of age who do 
not know that God is real, that fellowship with Him 
is real, that salvation, hope, and our eternal destina- 
tion are real are of all men most miserable. It is 
pathetic to see Satan’s success in making men be- 
lieve that religion is a vague mysticism and if man 
wants his desires satisfied, his joy increased, and his 
emotions stirred, he will have to turn to sin and Sa- 
tan’s system. Satan does not care how many times

we join a church or how much ritualism we endure 
so long as we never let our longings be for fellowship 
with God, never let His Word be our desire, never let 
our meditations be on God, never let His presence 
thrill us or His promise fortify our hope until it is the 
anchor of our soul. Satan says never get excited over 
religion, serve God in a sedate, shallow ritual, but 
when it comes to our emotions and hearts, give it all 
to him. Satan, controlling as he does the propaganda 
and entertainment media makes men believe that the 
only real things are earth’s tangibles, such as: gold, 
shiny limousines, spacious mansions, nicotine, alcohol, 
and, especially, sex. By all means he does not want 
men to believe that the promises in prophecy are real 
and imminent. 

The other incident I wish to refer to concerns a 
minister who, when he learned that the members of 
his church were interested in the book of Daniel and 
were listening to lectures on this book, became dis- 
turbed and abusive and told his members that the 
book of Daniel did not mean anything. Surely he did 
not realize the seriousness of his statement, because 
he professed to believe that the Gospels do mean 
something. The Son of God of the Gospels affirmed 
the authenticity of Daniel by referring to a portion of 
the book and incorporating it into His discourse on 
the end of the age (Matthew 24:15-18). If Daniel is a 
myth then where does this place the Son of God? 
The fact is that many modern atheists use this same 
line of logic to try to strip Christ of His deity. They 
say that Christ believed and taught many of the 
myths and errors of His day and, therefore, was limit- 
ed in knowledge as other men of His time; that He was 
only a good moral teacher. 

God gave His promises in prophecy for the edifica- 
tion and joy of His children and to nurture their 
hope. It pleases God for us to be enthralled with His 
promises. To Daniel was revealed more of the future 
than to any other man with the possible exception of 
John. This whetted his appetite to such an extent that 
he wanted to know more (Daniel 12:8). We see God’s 
attitude toward Daniel’s desire to know more when 
the angel stated, “Thou art greatly beloved.” 

When the greatest event of all the ages happened, 
the studious scribes, the learned rabbis, and the sanc- 
timonious priests were unaware that it was even near. 
The intelligentsia of the Jewish nation were oblivious 
to the fact that the most outstanding event of all the 
ages had occurred. Even the astute, brilliant Saul of 
Tarsus was in darkness and could not discern the signs 
of the times. It was unpretentious, insignificant Anna 
and Simeon who had living implicit faith in the 
prophetic Scriptures and who possessed wisdom not 
of this world, who thrust their heads above the fowl 
atmosphere of their day, polluted with religious bigo- 
try, hypocrisy, and self-righteousness, and breathed 
the pure, clean air of divine revelation, while the 
great in this world’s wisdom milled around and 
around in their little world of self-conceit. As it was 
then, so it is today. 


THERE ARE GLEAMS of prophetic truth 
in almost all the books of the Bible, but some (such as 
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Daniel and Revelation, which are almost exclusively 
prophetical in content) deal more with future events 
than others. In the book of Daniel God uses visual 
aid to simplify and aid us in understanding world 
history in advance. He uses the image of a man in 
Daniel 2 to depict the future history of the world. He 
begins with the head of gold and explains that it 
represents Babylon, the empire in existence at the 
time the vision was given. He progresses with the 
consecutive world empires down to the toes, where He 
reveals that in the time of the toes organized human 
government will be ended by the second coming of the 
Son of God and God will set up the kingdom of heaven, 
a theocracy on earth. In the seventh chapter of Dan- 
iel God gives a vision of four beasts, which covers the 
same period of time and represents the same world 
governments as Daniel 2. In chapter seven God re- 
vealed a detail not given in chapter two—that the ten- 
nation union within the territory of the old Roman 
Empire at the time the God of heaven sets up His 
kingdom will be ruled over by the little horn, the man 
of sin, the beast (Daniel 7:24-27). In Revelation 17 
where the sharing of power between the Antichrist’s 
government and the world powerful apostate church 
is shown by the symbols of the ten-horned beast and 
the scarlet woman, God reaffirms that ten nations 
within the geographical territory of the Roman Em- 
pire will be in a federation at the time of the end. 


Many adults today with a rural background can 
recall pleasant scenes of childhood, when freshly 
churned butter was pressed into hand molds intri- 
cately carved with floral designs. When the butter was 
released from the mold it bore the exact image of the 
mold. Those who have seen an iron foundry in opera- 
tion have seen how the molten iron is cast into sand 
molds; when the iron cools it bears the exact image 
of the mold. The omnipotent God, who is the Archi- 
tect and Executor of the ages, gave a mold in the 
book of Daniel for world history to be poured into. Re- 
vealed future world events as in Daniel are known as 
prophecy. Recorded past world events are known as 
history. As time transpired and world events were 
pressed into every crevice of this prophetic mold, they 
came out as world history. This history bears the 
exact image of the mold. 

This is the one truth that the sceptics, atheists, and 
agnostics fear to tackle. With a flamboyant air they 
will wave Darwin’s “Origin of Species” and declare it 
supercedes Moses’ “Genesis.” With blatant boldness 
they will try to take away the glorious wisdom of 
our Creator exhibited in His wonderful variations in 
nature, and contribute it to the power of mutation 
possessed by the microscopic gene. They dismiss mir- 
acles with a wave of the hand, and do not hesitate 
to commit blasphemy in explaining away the virgin 
birth. When it comes to explaining how a young He- 
brew captive in a foreign land could take his pen and 
write a detailed history of the world for thousands 
of years in advance, all those sceptics who make any 
pretence of honesty and objectivity are conspicuously 
silent. This is the one revelation of God’s omnipotence 
that puny human reasoning cannot becloud in the 
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pretence of seeking truth, without betraying dishon- 
esty and insincerity. They cannot deny that history 
has been poured into the prophetic mold without ex- 
posing their dishonesty. On the other hand, if in their 
desperation to do away with the real God they at- 
tribute to a mere man the power to know and order 
the future, then they create themselves a god. The 
reason for the silence of the loquacious sceptics on 
this subject is very obvious. Yet some ministers will 
speak disparagingly about this same book of Daniel 
that sceptics fear most 
(To be continued) 
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It is not a myth, or a theory, but the unshackling, 
delivering, life-giving power of God. We need to let 
these words of our resurrected Saviour ring in our 
ears over and over again: “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every creature.” Do you 
still have an alibi? Then you have not listened long 
enough. Are you still putting it off on somebody else? 
Then you have not listened long enough. Listen again. 
“But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth.” 
That is His purpose, and our part is sending forth 
the Word of Life. 


Compassion 


JESUS WAS MOVED with compassion when 
He saw the suffering and sinfulness of man. When 
a leper (Mark 1:40, 41) came kneeling and saying: 
“If thou wilt, thou canst make me clean,” we read 
thus: “And Jesus, moved with compassion, put forth 
his hand, and touched him, and saith unto him, I 
will; be thou clean.” And again (Matthew 9:36), “When 
he saw the multitudes, he was moved with compassion 
on them, because they fainted, and were scattered 
abroad, as sheep having no shepherd.” After a busy 
and active ministry, Jesus, with full knowledge of the 
supreme sacrifice which lay ahead, journeyed toward 
Jerusalem, the beloved city. “And when he was come 
near, he beheld the city, and wept over it, saying, 
If thou hadst known, even thou at least in this thy 
day, the things which belong unto thy peace! but 
now they are hid from thine eyes.” Oh! boundless 
compassion of a tender Saviour!’ 


Paul, too, knew that compassion which is the main- 
spring of service. He said, “For the love of Christ 
constraineth us.” What kept you going, Paul, when 
you were rejected, stoned, beaten, shipwrecked, and 
suffered a multitude of other brutalities? What was 
it, Paul? “The constraining love of the Matchless 
One who met me that day on the road to Damascus, 
whose I am and whom I serve.” That is why he 
could write the Corinthians: “And I will very gladly 








spend and be spent for you” (2 Corinthians 12:15). 
That is also why he wrote the following of Israel: 
“T have great heaviness and continual sorrow in my 
heart. For I could wish that myself were accursed 
from Christ for my brethren, my kinsmen according 
to the flesh . . . my heart’s desire and prayer to 
God for Israel is, that they might be saved” (Romans 
0:2, 3; 20:1). 

The Church must have that compassion, too. Jesus 
said that it was easy to love those who love you, 
but He desires us to love the unlovely and the unlov- 
able. Jesus spoke to us when He told this lawyer, 
“Go, and do thou likewise” (show compassion on the 
unfortunate, mistreated, and suffering). “But not on 
this despised foreigner?” “Yes, even on him.” Love is 
a mighty thing. You can love more people into the 
kingdom of God than you can get in otherwise by 
persuasion, psychology, argument, or anything else. 
There is a little verse which goes as follows: 


“Lord, lay some soul upon my heart, 
And love that soul through me; 
And may I always do my part 
To win that soul for Thee.” 


There are some interesting things about love. The 
more we love, the more love we have, both within 
and from others. Sending forth our love does not 
impoverish us. The more we export, the more we have 
at home. Love puts us in tune with the nature of 
things. All discord and strife dissolve before it. Un- 
kind words and acts have to go. Selfishness cannot 
stand before outgoing love (cf. 1 Corinthians 13). 
Love seeks expression. It seeks to manifest itself in 
action. That brings us to our next consideration. 

Ministry 
W E HAVE SEEN that there are three com- 
ponent parts or consecutive steps in Christian service: 
vision, compassion and ministry (action service). 
Some persons take one; some, two; and some, all 
three of these steps. Many take the first step because 
of circumstances. The priest and the Levite did this. 
They caught a glimpse of a need and hurried along 
their own selfish way. There are others who, having 
seen the need, pour out a certain semblance of com- 
passion but go no farther. They are sentimentalists. 
There are others, like this certain Samaritan, who 

are willing to go all the way. 

“And Jesus went about all the cities and villages, 
teaching ... and preaching .. . and healing .. .” 
(Matthew 9:35). Thus we see that Jesus’ vision and 
compassion issued in a life of service and ministry. 
Peter spoke of “how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth 
with the Holy Ghost and with power: who went 
about doing good, and healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil; for God was with him” (Acts 10:38). 
The life of Christ was an illustration of His idea 
of true greatness which He explained in terms of 
service. 

Paul was another whose life issued in service. Paul 
could sum up his ministry thus: “For I will not dare 
to speak of any of those things which Christ hath 


not wrought by me, to make the Gentiles obedient, 
by word and deed, through mighty signs and wonders, 
by the power of the Spirit of God; so that from 
Jerusalem, and round about unto Illyricum, I have 
fully preached the gospel of Christ” (Romans 15:18, 
19). “Fully preached”—what a full life his was—full 
of service and ministry! 

The ministry of the local church finds an apt 
illustration in two things: the radiation of light and 
the outreaching hand. When Jesus said, “Let your 
light so shine before men, “He was not talking ex- 
clusively to the ministry and missionaries. He was 
speaking to every individual Christian. The ministry 
of the local church—its influence, its witness, its 
words, its actions, its prayers, its giving—radiates as 
light into the darkness. 

Some time ago our Missions Department put out 
a film, “Hands Across the Caribbean.” Where could 
we find a more appropriate illustration of the ministry 
of the local church than outreaching hands, reaching 
across the sea and around the world? 


In what does this ministry of the local church as 
concerning missions consist? We might sum it up 
in three words: praying, witnessing, and giving. These 
are the three frequencies or channels, to borrow a 
figure of speech from radio and television, on which 
the local church can broadcast to the whole world. 
But how often our voltage is so low that we do not 
reach very far. And alas! most of us do not have 
directional antennas. 


Prayer has been called, and truly is, the mightiest 
force in the world. We know that; but how often 
our prayers are confined to a small radius because 
of our lack of vision. We say, “But I’m not acquainted 
with any particular field. How can I know how to 
pray for it?” The needs and problems are those of 
the Church in general and can be prayed for thus: 
for example, the need for missionaries and native 
workers, the problem of training native workers, the 
need for revival with mighty conviction power, the 
need for a deepening of spiritual life of new converts 
and babes in Christ, the need for a mighty outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost on the Christians in general, the 
need for doors to be opened and barriers broken down, 
the need for buildings, the need for literature, and 
many other things both spiritual and material. Yes, 
the local church needs a mighty, outreaching ministry 
of intercession which will literally girdle the globe. You 
have heard story after story of how somebody prayed 
and how God answered halfway around the world. 
It means much to a missionary to know that he is 
being held up in praver. They are out on the frontier 
between light and darkness. We, the Church, sent 
them out there. Let us not let them down in prayer. 
It is not just one man’s ministry; it is the ministry 
of the whole church. Let us pray! 

Every local church should bear a vital, energetic 
witness to the gospel. If we hold the torch high enough 
and proudly enough, our young people will catch the 
gleam and the challenge. As they go forth, some as 
Sunday School and church workers, some as ministers 
here at home, and some as foreign missionaries, the 
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ministry of the local church goes out through its 
witnessing. Every missionary went out from a local 
church. In a very real way, he is the extension of 
the ministry of that local church. There will be a 
reward for those who won him to Christ and inspired 
him to Christian service. Let us witness! 


The third aspect of this missionary ministry of the 
local church could be called the ministry of giving. 
Giving is as much a ministry as anything else we 
do. Let us take a short lesson in economics to see 
if we can throw some light on giving. A man works 
for an employer for a week, which means that this 
man has taken so much time and so much energy 
and used them performing some service for the em- 
ployer. As payment, he receives money. What are 
those bills? Considered from the point of view of inher- 
ent value, they are practically worthless. Their value 
lies in what they represent. In economics, money is 
called “medium of exchange.” That is exactly what 
our money is. It represents so many hours or days 
of our life at our work. Its value is in the fact we 
can buy groceries and clothes, pay house rent, buy 
a house, send our children to school, etc., with this 
money. So when we pay our tithes and offerings, 
we are giving so many hours and days out of our 
lives for the Lord and His work. When we give for 
foreign missions, we are saying, “I cannot go myself, 
but I am sending so many days out of my life, spent 
here at my work at home, across the seas and around 
the world to support some missionary and carry on 
God’s work.” When we understand our giving in this 
light, then we understand how our missionary giving 
is an out reaching, vital part of the ministry of the 
local church. Let us give! 

“Let this mind be in you, which was also in Christ 
Jesus.” If the local church has the mind of Christ, 
surely it will catch something of that vision that 
inspired Him, something of that compassion that filled 
His heart, and something of that ministry that oc- 
cupied all His energies. Lord, give us open eyes to 
see, open hearts to care, and open hands to minister!
